let us take the districts from whicli I 
have drawn the facts niul tigurea I have 
subniitti'd to your readers in previou.s 
tioloH. On a Saturday night in the 
great tlioroughfaro adjacent there are 
three corner public houaea vhicli take 
as raucli as all tha other shops on both 
sides of the way piit together. LJuteh- 
ens, bakers, greoiiiiroocrs, clotbiera, 
furniture d^alorH, itll the caterers for 
tho wants of the poijulace arc open till 
a late hour; therr; are liuadreds of 
them trading round and about, but the 
whole lot do not takeras much monoy 
as three publicans— that is a fact 
ghastly enougii in all consoiencc. Enter 
the public houses and you willseD them 
crammed. Here arc artisans and la- 
borers drinking away the wages that 
ought to clothe their littln ones. Here 
arc the women squandering tho money 
that would purchase, food for want of 
which tliSir children are dying. One 
group rivets the eye of the observer at 
once. It congisla of an olil grey-haired 
dame, a woman of forty, and girl of 
about nineteen with a baby ia hor 
arms. All these are in a state which 
is beat deKcribcd as "raaudlin" — they 
have finished^ one lot of gin, and tho 
youngest wo^an is ordering another 
round. Tt is a grent-grandmother, 
grandmother, and a mother and her 
baby — four n;enerations together — and 
all are dirty, ami di.shevc^lled, and 
drunk, e.xoejit tho baby, and evon that 
])oor little mite may Ijave its first taste 
of alcohol preHontly. It is no uncora 
mon sight in those places to soe a 
mother wet a baby'.s lips with gin ami 
water. The jjroccsH is called 

"ClIVINO Tin-: YOU.NG 'us- A TASTi:," 

and the baby's father will look on HOmo- 
times and oujoy tho joke immensoly. 
But tho time to see the result of a 
Saturday night's,, heavy drinking in a 
low neighbourhooJi'iijii'after.the liouseK 
are closed. Then you meet dozens of 
poor wretches reeling homo to their 
miserable (lens, some of tliem rolhi-roHS 
tho roadway and falh, cutting them- 
selves till the blood flows. Every |)ftjiny 
in some instances has gono in drink. 
One dilai)idated ragged wrGtc."! I met 
last Saturday night;,wa3 gnawing a 
baked potato. ^By'^ His side stood a 
tliinly-clad woman bearing a baby in 
her arms, and in hideous language she 
reproached liini for his selfishness. Siie 
Jiad fetched liim out of a puhlic house 
with his last balfi)enny in his pocket. 
With that halfpertny ho liad bought 
the potato which he refusd to wliare 
with her.

It'-iEi only a drunken 
biisVahd having & row with bis wife 
f ir into the small hours such erica will 
rine here, now that of an injured wife, 
now that of a drunken fool trapped into n 
don of infamy tu bo robbed and 
hurlod into the Btrcci, ,by tLc piofes. 
sional bully who resides on the promises. 
As vou pass the ODori dbbfs of Eome of the 



Tt ia only a 
drunken man « ho,8taggeriiii; np tho atair- 
caao lo tho attic, has missiMl hi.s footinj,' 
and fallen heavily. Spend any Saturday 
night yiHi like in a slum, and then say if 
ono-tLMitii of the haliitiial hormrs of thu 
"dnuikon niylit" iiave been catalogued 
here. .And all these people who have 
spent so much in drink are undoubtedly^:

To Olio fearful court wo trace a-inaater 
ina celebrated college, a Fellow of the 
Iloyal Suciuty. To andlhor a lieutenant 
ia the army who okes out a misorablo 
drunken evielonco aa a bogging letter im- 
postor. Among the tenants of houaos 
iliat aro in tho last stage of dilapi<lation 
j.-iuddii't wo find tho sons of oQicera in the 
larniy and navy, of contractors, and 
I wealthy tradeanion. .Soino of them aro 
waterside lubourcra, and one is tho pot- 
man of a low beer shop. PerhAps tho 
moat terrible case that hat) drifted to this 
alum is the wife of a west-end physician, 
who became one of the lowest outciiata of 
tho neighbourhood, and died in the work- 
hou.su. 

I could nndliply instances like those, 
but there is no necessity. They will suf- 
fice to show, that drunkenness is one of 
the causes of ovorcrowdihg" in poor dis 
triota. 

But drinking sjuos on among the na- 
tives aa well as iimniig thu imniii^rants. 
It is onlyjwhen ono probes this wound that 
one finds how doop it ia. Much as I havo 
seen in tho drink evil, it was not until I 
came to study one special district, with a 
view of ascertaining how far the charge 
of drunkenness could be - maintained 
against lli-j poor ns a body, that I had any 
idea of tlio terrible e.\.toiit to which thia 
cause ol poverty prevails. 

In tho street 1 saw evidence enouoh, 
from a common lodging house and from 
the tenement hoti.sca. 1 h.ive quoted t,lie 
eases given above. Ooiiio to the schcKil 
and see how the drink aUecls the future 
of {th%^ children of whom we have such 
hopes. >fLot them tell

At night, when 
my friond returned, ho found tho man 
cold and dead and naked, and tho 
woman in a itato of mad intoxica- 
tion. She had torn tho coat from tho 
body of fche.^y.|ng mjin and pawned it for 
drink.^'^In tnoSe distfiots men and women 
who are starving w;iir;Bet 'gninta of broad, 
and some ask for iK&^read ^ bo wrappod 
in clean paperfl D0'm k«o|| why I That 
fc1iey<»|»y Boll aoftaWocWiiSoppeP.or two, 
and get drunk vith^ the money.

'^TJIE ELECTRIC UUllT. 

Now tbnt tho electric liglit has beon for 
lually ordained its an institution of tlio 
city it is in ordor to discuss it as wu find 
it both- as ifi its advantages and short- 
cominKS. , .Blflny people formed very ex- 
travagant anticipations of tho light and 
wore somewhat disappointed that it east 
any shadows, and tliat tho city waa not as 
light by night as by d;iy. This, of course,, 
waa to be expected; liut dues nol at all 
substract from tho excellent qunlitiea^ (if 
the light itself. In tho first place it is a 
very steady light, which is iiot always the 
cfiao with this method of illumination, and 
it hasaatisGod all the tests to which it was 
liable by the contract. If kept up to the 
standard tiiore is no lault to be found— 
tho light from tho three masts is all tlitit 
can be expected from them, and in light- 
ioR the wide areas of the suburbs its 
i-uporiority is acknowludsed. In the city 
Government street, Yates street, and oven 
Johnson street are well lighted, though 
their illumiiiiition varies in degree. As 
wo leave the li^'ht, however, proceeding 
down Government street towards the 
bridge, tho gloom is apt to get rather per- 
plexing; but tho moment a person turns 
round he lias the whole street illuminated 
before him. Tho light on the bridge from 
thoChluch Hill mast is fair, and this ex- 
tends, in aomo measure, over io Dalian 
road. One of tho greatest wants in the 
illumination of the city aeetnsto be,therc- 
foro, a light soinowhero in the neighbor- 
hood of James Kay which will strike both 
Wharf and Government streets, tho great 
point being to have a light source it both 
terminations of a line without which city 
street illumination will hardly bo natis- 
factory. It iajjosaible that even one or 
two mors lights would change things con 
siderably, and this will doubtless be a nnit- 
tor for the considenuiuii of the new coun- 
cil. An Aiuericiiu geiitleniau hero who 
has seen the electric light in many large 
cities of the States says the light in Vic- 
toria is very good, but he thinks more 
would have been gained by massing the 
whole of the lights on one mast or column 
about ;!50 feet hiuh. This has been done 
in tho city of Cleveland, ( Hiio, with ex- 
cellent elleet as tha light descends at a 
amaller angle and diminishes tho shadows. 
ThiBra U ,.nothiuj{,. however, to regret in 
our own economical outfit, but rather the 
contrary, as improvements in the light 
and experience in its treatjnont and nian- 
ligement are constantly increa-siug so that 
the city can alt'ord to watch and wiiit f jr 
two or three j-tarsand tlnni l)eoi'fit hy tho 
more perfected experience of <jtliera. 
Meanwhile we may congratulate ourselves 
upon having adopted tho light which with 
some small additions will priibahly servo 
the purpose for Koine years. In consider- 
ing tho matter of the coal of illumination 
it must be borne in mind the better a 
city is lighted tho smaller the p(jlice force 
required to preserve order. On the whole 
the light is satisfactory and should il 
never shine dimmer than it did on Friday 
night, it will do for present needs.

No Doubt as to choir Feai^ibility- 

The following is extracted from Major 
Rogers' official report to tho Caimda l^a- 
cific authoritio.i on hia recent explorations 
through the Rockies: "Tho route ad- 
opted proceeds from tho summit of the 
Rockies westerly down the Kicking Horse 
river 4-4.70 miles to tho valley of the Co- 
lumbia, which it follows in .a u^a'th-wcst- 
erly direction nearly thirty miles, until it 
epitera,.tha .valley qf the Beaver, thence 
obotit twenty iriiles to tho summit of the 
Selkirka. From this latter point it dn-- 
Bcends westerly down the east forlc i.f the 
Illecilliwaut about, twenty throe miles to 
a junction with t)io main strearo, which 
it follows north-we.'jterly aboiit twenty- 
three miles to tho west crossing of the 
Oolumbia. A maximum gradient of lit] 
feet per milo 'is found n-ecossary in the 
descent westerly from tho Kunnnil of the 
Rockies down tlie Kicking IIorHO pass for 
a distance of about Kevi-iiteen inileSj and 
again_for a _a^t;^:^- - 'tIio hiuho gradi- 
enw'are used in the ascent of the .Selkiik.s 
for about sixteen miles, and for nearly 
twenty miles down their we.st .slope.

A STRAXOE STORY. 

ICentsirkalilc Career ol'tlio L:t(<- 
- I^ady Rose. 

iMo.VTiiEAL, T)(>cembor 7th. — Tho. in- 
nounceinent of the death in Loiulon of 
Ladjr Roko, wife of !iir John Rose of 
Loudon, and foriilerly of iMontreal, 
brings to mind Home rouiantic ineidonta 
of her early life. Lady .Rose wan a 
daughter of Robert Emmett Temple of 
Rutland, Vt., who hold the ])osiLioii of 
Pension Agt-nt of the United States 
Government for the liovoliitionary war. 
He was a gentleman of distingui-shod 
appearnnce and elegant manners, and 
had brought up hia.(laughters in all the 
conrtly graces atid accompIiahmentB 
which markod tho higher cl.Hssea at the 
beginning of thi.s century. The young 
ladies paid a vi.sit to Montreal, and the 
younger married a Montreal gontlemai! 
(liobert Sweeney), a Protestant Irinli- 
nian, who at tliat time l)old the position 
of In.spector of Potashes and was u 
liartner of Colonel "Dydo. Her sister 
married Mr. Chapman. Tho Sweenoy.s 
moved much in military circles, and 
Mr.s.Swocnoy from her faBcinating man- 
ner and savoir faire, became i\ general 
favorite. 

An unfortunate affair took place 
whicli cnu.sed niuoli comment in fu.sh- 
ionahlo circles in those ea.'ly days. 
iMnj. Waril, of tho Firitt ltoyals,waM :in 
intimate fritnid luul comiianion of Mr. 
Sweeney, and ono ufiernoon the two 
stroUiul up town together. Tliat 
evening Mr. Sweeney had friends to 
dinner, and during tho repast a note 
was brought in to.Mra 8weeney,which 
she immediately handed to her huK- 
banp. He junipeil from the tiibh; and 
|>roceetied to the uie.s.s rooin.s of the 
First Royals. Maj. Ward, hearing .■\lr. 
,'^weentiy'.', voice, called out to him to 
come in and have a glass of wine. This 
was -sternly refused, and on the Major 
making his appourance Mr. Sweeney 
Imnded him the note with the demand, 
" L')iil you writi; tliiH, sir!" Jlaj Wurd 
took the iniasivc, ami after glancing at 
it conieniptuously, tore it into frag- 
ments. Hot words eiiHuod and and a 
chalieiige whs given and accepted. 

About sunrise next morning tho two 
friends, who bad left Colonel Dyde in 
a' very frienclly mood tho nigbt before, 
stood confronting oaeh other with 
pi.slol.s !it the St. Pierre race coiir.so on 
tiic Laehine road. The word was given 
and Mr. Sweeney, who was att acconi- 
pliKliod duellist, having had several af- 
fairs before.shot his antagonist through 
the heart before the latter bad time to 
explode his woaiion. Ho and his wife 
retired to the States until at tho re- 
quest of the oflicers of JIaj. Wai d'ti re- 
giment a nolle prosequi was entereil 
and he was allowed to return to find 
that the letter was the heedless pra- 
ctical joke of a flighty girl who had 
imitated Maj. Ward's handwriting 
This circntnstanco so prayed on Mr. 
Sweeney's mind that he died literally 
broken-hearted. 

A slion time afterward his young 
widow, with her son, went to board at 
11 house on Victoria Square, and ihoro 
she met John Rose, a youth from Hun- 
tington, wiio was studying law in the 
office of Judge Drtv. A mutual attach- 
ment between tho fascimiting and ac- 
coiniili.'ilied widow and the talented 
vouiig law student ensued, and shortly 
after his admission to the bar they w«ro 
married. Hit wonderful tact and suavity 
of manner made her u leader in society, 
where she was over on the alert to ad- 
vance hor huBbatul's interests. As Lady 
Beaconsliuld was to her husband .so 
Lady Rose wan the mainspring of .Sir 
John Rose's success, and hor diplomacy 
and ambition spurred hor husband on 
to higher aims, whicli . made him one of 
the foremost Canadians of this time. 
Sir John entered ])olitical Hfi; earl\- 
and advanced ra])idly, working in con- 
nection with Sir -loliii .Macdonald. Hp. 
was at one timn .Minister of Finance, 
From which position lie retired to en- 
ter the tirm of Morton, Rose & Co., 
bankers, of London and Now York. — 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. «

Death of Joliu O. Bariistou. 

We aro iKuiicd to record tlii? death of 
John G. Barnston, Esq., who died yester- 
day aftornuon in this cityuftern lingering 
illnesB. Mr. Barnston whs born, wo 
believe, in the Red rivor country -ior.u 41) 
years ago. Ho wan a grathiato oi McGill, 
and came oarly to thia province 
and occupied a prominent position at the 
bar at Cariboo for many years. In tho 
first parliament- after confederation ho 
represented Oariboo district.' For tho past 
few years he re.sided nt Nanainio, whore 
he practiced lii.s pii fii-ssioii with uliqiies- 
tionoil Biicccss. .Some months ago having 
been employed to proceed to Kootenay 
Lake to conduct the mining suits for 
Ainsworth & Co., while engas^Lvl in that 
work he contracted a cold which settled 
on hia liing.'j and eventuated in his decoaao 
yesterday. iMr. Bnrnblon at the tiiutj of 
his death was the oldoHt practising mem- 
ber of the legal fraternity. Ho had wit- 
nessed and taken pait in tho litigation of 
the earliest and palmieat days of Cariboo 
and had experienced all the vicissitudes of 
n. mining life. Gifted with good intuUect 
and ability lie had clao tho advantages of 
a moat liberal education, .so much so that 
few were equal tu or coiikl e.xcel hiin in 
general knowledge or conveidational 
powers. Ho .was rojrardod by hi.s pro- 
fessional compeers aa ai. adopt at crons- 
esamination and a vigorou.f opiinnout in 
argument, and during his lon-^ career at 
tlie bar (Homu Iwenlj'-livii yi'ar.M) always 
exhibited the mo.st honorable conduct. 
His diapositiiin was oxcoudingly amiable, 
and in private a;i well aH public life ho 
was noted for his considtnation for the 
feelings of others. Mr. Biirnston came 
of a highly ruspycted family. His father, 
who died recently in Montr'jal at tho ad- 
vfineed age of 82, wu.h at one time a lend- 
ing man in tho Hudson i!ay Co.
